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dependant Claims 26 and 27 would be allowable if re-written to overcome the Section 112, 2 nd 
paragraph rejection. 

The Examiner has also requested proposed drawings to show the features claimed in claims 
20 and 21. 

As discussed below, Applicants have amended Claims 16, 28 and 30 to comply with the 
Section 112, 2 nd paragraph rejection, and added new Claims 32 and 33. Applicants also submit a 
new proposed drawing and respectfully traverses the Section 103(a) rejections.
